GERMAN FASCISTS =— REDS 
MAKE: BIG GAINS AT POLLS; 
NEW CABINET HARD TO FORM 


Bruening Ministry to Be Ousted, With Middle 
Group in Control and Extremists 
as Second Party. 


HELEN KANE SAYS 
‘DRESS MERCHANT 
THREATENED LIFE 


Boop-a-Doop Girl Avers 
Murray Posner Started to 
Choke Her When She Re- 
fused to Perjure Self. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—The 


question of who first owned the 
$50,000 which Helen Kane, boop- 
a-doop singer, received from Mur- 
ray Posner, bankrupt dress manu- 
facturer, grew complicated today 
when she accused Posner of hav- 
ing threatened to kill her if she 
did not testify ny concerning 
the money. 

Posner, who followed Miss Kane 
on the witness stand at a referee's 
hearing on the affairs of the Bond 
Dress Co., Posner’s firm, called 
her charges “ridiculous and ab- 


surd.”’ 

Miss Kane said Posner went to 
her hotel room in Chicago and de- 
manded that she testify that the 
money was for investment in. the 
dress business. When she refused, 
she said, he pushed her against the 
wall and tried to choke her. She 
was saved, she said, only by the 
arrival of her secretary, Sybil 
Stone, who called a house detec- 
tive. 

Posner declared the only unto- 
ward incident during his visit to 
her room early in August was when 
the actress threw at him newspa- 
pers containing stories of her con- 
nection with him, shouting hysteri- 
cally that he had ruined her. “At 
no time did I threaten to kill her 
or try to choke her, and I never 
asked her to change her testi- 
mony,” he said. 

Miss Kane was drawn.into the 
affairs of the bankrupt firm when 
investigators for the _ receivers 
learned that Posner had paid her 
$50,000 in cash, which she had 
immediately transferred to a bank 
in Chicago, then converted into 
Liberty bonds which she put in a 
safe deposit vault under an as- 
sumed name, just before the dress 
company: failed. 

Her explanation, at a previous 
hearing, was that she had given 
$46,000 to Posner two years earlier 
to invest in Liberty bonds for her 
and that Posner had used the 
money in his Rumneas instead. 
The extra $4000° was for interest, 
she said, 

Posner has testified that he 
‘gave Miss Kane about $75,000 over 
two years, including jewelry valued 
at $20,000. 

The singer faces a suit by the 
trustee to recover the $50,000 and 
the jewelry. She said today she 
was unwilling to return the jew- 
elry voluntarily, even though she 
and Posner were “no longer 
friends.”’ 


HEARST PLEASED WITH OUSTER 


Publisher, Home, Says French Ac- 

‘ tion Genuinely Gratifying.

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—William 
Randolph Hearst returned from 
abroad today declaring that his ex- 
had given 
him more genuine gratification 
than anything else that had hap- 
pened to him in all his life. 

Hearst was taken from the liner 
Europa at quarantine onto a wel- 
coming steamer chartered by 400 
disabled veterans of the World 
War. A formal statement he is- 
sued on his arrival follows: “I have 
said that I did not complain of my 
exclusion from France. I think I 
should say instead that there is no 
distinction in my 67 years which 
has given more genuine gratifica- 
tion. Moreover, I hope and believe 
that this distinction is one that I 
have actually deserved.” —

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—A parlia- 


mentary chaos, in which no gov- 
ernment will be able to survive, 
loomed in Germany today as a 


consequence of Reichstag electioris 
yesterday, in which 34,000,000 vot- 
ers named 576 members. Fifteen 
parties landed seats. 

So extensive may be the results 
of the polling, in which Fascists 
and Communists, themselves bit- 
terly antagonistic, received almost 
a landslide of votes, that the indi- 
cated fall of the present Bruening 
Government appeared the least 
serious, development. Bruening 
belongs to the Centrist party. 

The Socialists, one of two bases 
for the defunct government of 
Chancellor Mueller, remained the 
largest single group in the Reich- 
stag as a result of the polling, with 
probable 143 Deputies elected, a 
loss of 10 under their 1928 figure. 

The Fascists of Adolf Hitler, 
young Austrian responsible for the 
1923 Munich Putsch, made as- 
tounding gains in virtually every 
section of the country, and jumped 
from 12 seats in the 1928 elections 
to 107, a figure which surpassed 
even the claims of their campaign 
managers. 

Communists Now Third. 

Communists, at the opposite end 
of the parliamentary arc from the 
Fascists, but with them opposed 
to the republic and to the peace 
treaties, gained 22 new seats in the 
Reichstag, Jumping from 54 to 76 
to become the third largest party 
in the body. 

According to corrected official] 
figures, Reichstag seats will be 
distributed as follows: Socialists, 
143; Fascists, 107; Communists, 
76; Centrists, 68: German Nation- 
als, 41; Peoples’ party, 30: Eco- 
nomic party, 23; State party, 20: 
Bavarian parties, 19; Farmers’ 
League, 18; Christian Socialists, 
14; Peasant party, 6: Hanoverians, 
3; Landbund, 3; Conservatives, 5. 

In such a lineup the middle par- 
ties, upon which the Bruening 
Cabinet relied in the last Reichs- 
tag, are hopelessly in a minority. 

A Possible Combination. 

The likeliest solution, it is gen- 
erally conceded, would be a coali- 
tion of the middle parties and So- 
cialists, with a possible. majority 
of 321, against the 224 of the Fas- 
cists, Communists and WNational- 
ists. 

Such a coalition would insure 
that Germany’s foreign policy 
would be carried on substantially 
unchanged, but what. compromise 
might be made between the di- 
vergent views of the Socialist and 
middle parties on taxation, unem- 
ployment doles and other domestic 
issues is hard to predict. 

The attitude of the Fascists to- 
ward participation in the Govern- 
ment is indicated by the statement 
of one Fascist leader, Paul Roeb- 
bels, that they were willing to co- 
operate providing Fascists head 
the Reichswehr, ministry and the 
Berlin Polige Department and that 
new Diet elections are held in 
Prussia, 

.Chancellor Heinrich Bruening’s 
Centirst party is in the pivotal po- 
sition and upon Bruening and his 
party will largely depend which of 
the possibilities presenting them- 
selves shall be adopted. Bruening 
Seems determined to try to stay in 
office. - : 

The Boerse today reflected the 
general uneasiness over the situa- 
tion. The opening was-weak on 
selling’ orders, particularly from 
abroad. Some shares such as pot- 
ash, Siemens and Reichsbank, 
dropped 10 points and others 
slipped from three to five. Banks, 
however, were inclined to support 
the market and a Grpetio slump 
waa not expected. 

It was semi-officially stated to- 
day that Germany's foreign policy

A relentless opposition to this 
policy haz 224 Reichstag sé€ats—- 
76 communists. 107 Fascists and 
41 German Nationals—but against 
these stand the 351 votes of the 
moderate parties which, although 
differing on domestic issues, are 
regarded as certain to support the 
foreign policy’ of conciliation, dis- 
armament and friendly intercourse 
with all nations. 

Fascists Gain Everywhere. 

There was not a section of the 
country where the Fascists did not 
show sensational gains. over the 
1928 elections. While the Commun- 
ists carried Berlin, with a gain of 
50,000. votes and the social Demo- 
crats were second, the Facists were 
third with a jump from 16,605 to 
158,165.

ALSO DISALLOWED 


Board, in Addition, Throws 
Out $75,451 Paid to 
Holding Company in Ar- 
riving at 11.2 Per Cent 
Return.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 15.— 


Country and town club expenses of 
three head officers of the Union 
Electric Light & ‘Power Co. of St. 
Louis, which were charged on the 
company’s books to operating ex- 
penses, were among the items dis- 
allowed in the State Public Service 


Commission’s recent audit of the 
company’s business. .As was told 
in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, the 
Commission’s audit showed that 
the Union Electric earned a re- 
turn of 11.2 per cent on its St. 
Louis operations for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1929. 

The club payments which the 
Commission found to have been 
improperly charged to the 
pany’s operating expenses were: 
For Louis H. Egan, president, 
$315 to the St. Louis Country Club, 
$129 to Sunset Hill Country Club, 
$40.70 to the University Club, 
$91.15 to the Noonday Club, $50 to 
the Industrial Club and $27 to the 
Engineers’ Club; for F. J. Boehm, 
vice president, $203 to Sunset Hill 
Club, $28.63 to Woodlawn Country 
Club and $162 to the Kirkwood 
Club; and for Herman Spoehrer, 
secretary, $93 to the Riverview 
Club and $29.50 to the City Club. 

Contributions Also Disallowed. 

The Commission’s accountants 
also disallowed several contribu- 
tions by the Union Electric to va- 
rious religious, charitable and pub- 
lic objects, holding that these items 
also were not properly chargeable 
to operating expenses, which are a 
factor in deternrining rates to be 
paid by consumers of electric cur- 
rent. The total of the contribution 
and club items disallowed was 
$36,463. | 

Among the larger donations dis- 
allowed as part of the operating 
expenses were the following: St. 
Louis. Chamber of Commerce, 
$2150; trustees of Cnarist Church, 
$560; Missouri road bond cam- 
paign, $250; Evangelical Deaconess 
Home and Hospital, $250; Indus- 
trial Club of St. Louis, $10,000; St. 
Louis Jewish - Federation, $1000; 
Missouri Committee on Public 
Utility Information, $4724; St. 
Louis Community Fund, $7500; St. 
Louis Electrical Board of Trade, 
$2000; League of Women Voters, 
$100; Veiled Prophet Pageant, 


$600; Palestine relief fund, $100,’ 


and United States Chamber of 
Commerce, $1000. 
Threw Out $342,000. 

In reaching its final figures the 
commission’s accountants. threw 
out $342,000 charged to operating 
expenses. This included the $36,¢ 
423 for donations and club pay- 
ments. It included al§o $75,451 in 
payments by Union Electric to the 
North American Co., which con- 
trols Union Electric through an in- 
termediate holding company. 

The accountants also added 
$128,933 to operating revenues, 
which the company had charged to 
nonoperating revenues. This made 
a total increase of $470,940 in net 
operating expenses for St. Louig, 
over. what the company’s books 
showed. 

The showing of 11.2-per cent re- 
turn indicates thé possibility of a 
substantial reduction of the com- 
pany’s tates, to bring the income 
down to the 7 to 8 per cent allowed 
by the commission. The commis- 
sion is familiarizing itself with the 
details of the accountants’ work, 
before taking up the expected de- 
mand of the St. Louis city author- 


ities for consideration of a rate

[6TH DEATH FROM POISONING 
DUE TO RADIUM PAINT 


Woman Learns She Has Disease 
Five Years After Working 
in Watch Plant. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK; Sept. 15.—The 
sixteenth déath from poisoning, the 
result of pointing with the lips 
brushes used in painting watch 
dials with luminous radium paint, 
occurred Saturday in West Orange, 
N. J. An autopsy was performed 
yesterday on the body of Mrs. 
Anna Stasi, 27 years old, who died 
at the home of her sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Marie Stasi, West Orange. 

As in the other cases of the last 
five years, the poisoning did not 
become apparent until years after 
the employment and exposure in 
the plant of the United States ,Ra- 
dium Corporation. Mrs. Stasi, who 
was married in 1925 and is survived 
by a 33-year-old daughter, was em- 
ployed at the plant from 1918 to 
1922, but she did not know until 
a few weeks ago that she had con- 
tracted the fatal disease.

CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—It became 
apparent today that criminal prose- 
cutions are likely to follow the 
activities of private detectives, em- 
ployed by Mrs. Ruth Hanna Mc- 
Cormick to shadow members of the 
Senate committee investigating her 
senatorial campaign expenditures 
in Illinois. 

R. F. Bashford, an operative of 
the Dannenberg Agency, which the 
Republican senatorial nominee em- 
ployed for the shadowing work, 
was arrested near the agency’s of- 
fice today by Department of Jus- 
tice -operatives, who have been 
seeking him since he ignored the 
committee’s subpena in Fargo, N. 
D., Aug. 390. 

Bashford was taken to the Fed- 
eral building, and was released on 


$1000 bond, provided by W. C.' 


Dannenberg, head of the detective 
agency. He must answer to the 
United States District Court in 
Fargo on the charge of defying a 
subpena. 

Mrs. McCormick Is Present. 

Three members of the _ investi- 
gating committee, Senators Nye 
(Rep.), North Dakota, Patterson 
(Rep.), Missouri, and Dill (Dem.), 
Washington, met at the Federal 


building this afternoon for a ses- 


sion of the committee, but ad- 
journed almost immediately, after 
declining to hear Oscar Caristrom, 
Attorney-General of Illinois, and a 
supporter of Mrs. McCormick. Mrs. 
McCormick was present. The com- 
mittee will meet tomorrow, prob1l 
ably with Senators Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, and Dale (Rep.), Vér- 
mont, also in attendance. It will 
hear Caristrom then.. 

The committee today obtained 
47 telegrams from the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph Co., the messages 
having passed between the Dan- 
nenberg agency and its operatives. 
In one of them, an operative was 
instructed to “run down the rec- 
ord of Nye in Wisconsin.”’ Senator 
Nye, now 37 years old; lived in 
Wisconsin until he was 20, and has 
not lived there since. 

Charles O, Dundall, attorney for 
the Dannenbergs, protested against 
the seizure of the telegrams as “an 
outrageous invasion’’ of the 
agency’s rights. He said the seiz- 
ure of telegrams was equivalent to 
breaking into an office. The mes- 
sages are being copied for the com- 
mittee. 

Sought Room Next to Nye’s. 

In Fargo last August, Senators 
Nye and Dale learned that a man 
known as “R. F. Bash” had at- 
tempted to obtain a hotel room 
next to the room of either of 
them. They caused a subpena to 
be issued for “Bash,” and another 
for C. C. Albers, another Dannen-

GIRL, 17, MURDERED; 
TWO MEN QUESTIONED 


Victim’s Throat Cut With Razor 
as She Slept in South 
Bend, Ind.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Sept. 15.— 
Alice Woltman, 17 years old, was 
murdered in her bed early yester- 
day. Her throat was cut with a 
razor. Three other children asleep 
in the same room, one of them be- 
side her in the bed, were unaware 
of the murder. A few minates 
later the girl, dying, crawled to a 
stairway and awakened the house- 
hold. 

Two young men we had been 
paying her attention have been 
questioned by police without pro- 
viding any clew to the identity of 
the killer. 

Less than three weeks ago the 
body of 77-year-old Marberine Ap- 
pel was found fm an alley near har 
home. She had been attacked, 
then murdered. 

The two killings have prompted 
extra precautions for protection of 
South Bend school children. There 
was a noticeable absence of chil- 
dren from the streets last night. 

Alex Pietrzak, 18, who was twice 

questioned yesterday and who was 
to be requestioned today, told po- 
lice he and Alice were engaged to 
be married. Pietrzak had taken 
the girl to a dance Saturday night 
and had been with her and her 
mother in the kitchen at the 
Woltman; house up to a few hours 
before the. murder. 
. Barney Kluszezyusci, 23, who 
was Alice Woltman’s escort to sev- 
eral dances recently, was taken 
into custody in the belief that 
questioning might draw from him 
information of value in’ hunting 
the girl's slayer. 

No motive for the killing has 
been discovered.

PLANS TO MAKE 
ANOTHER ATTEMPT 


Plane Plows Into Beach 
but Neither of Crew Is In- 
jured—Had Gone Half 
Way to Aleutians. 


By the Associated Press. 
TANABE, Aomori, Japan, Sept. 


15.—Forced back to Japan, Harold 


lL. Bromley tonight told the Rengo 
News Agency he would continue his 
efforts to fly across the Pacific to 
Tacoma. 

Bromley said a broken gasoline 
feed pipe was the decisive factor in 
causing him to turn back and land 
here today after having flown sev- 
eral hundred miles eastward in his 
attempted nonstop flight, but that 
“adverse elements’ contributed to 
the decision. The plane was in 
the air 24 hours and 56 minutes. 

The break, Brom]2y said, was no- 
ticed late yesterday off Kamchatka 
“Peninsula, when gasoline began 
spraying him, chafing his face and 
inflaming his eyes. Bromley said 
he and his navigator, Harold Gatty, 
alternated at the controls through- 
out the night, suffering great dis- 
comfort. 

Soon after the landing near here 
at 6 o’clock this morning (11 a. m. 
Sunday, St. Louis time), a physi-: 
clan treated the flyer’g eyes, but 
found no permanent injury. 

Slightly Damaged in Landing. 

Bromley’s plane, City of Taco- 
ma, plowed deeply into the soft 
beach at Shitsukari, 17 miles from 
here, but escaped serious damage. 

Tanabe is the nearest railway 
and telegraph station and the roads 
to Shitsukari are impassable by 
automobile. Japanese experts said 
it would take several days to dig 
the plane out and refit it for the 
short flight to Samishiro Beach. 
It was from the latter place Brom- 
ley started early yesterday and the 
site which he probably will choose 
if he takes off again. 

The flyers estimated they had 
covered 1200 miles before turning 
back, and had traveled a total of 
2400 miles when they landed near 
here. They said their gasoline 
supply would have been sufficient 
to reach Dutch Harbor, Alaska. 

No Reports by Radio. 

The plane had reached 300 miles 
beyond Cape Lopatka, nearly half 
way to the western-most Aleutians, 
before turning back. 

Fear for the flyers’ safety had 
increased when no reports were re- 
ceived after they bégan their haz- 
ardous flight. Although the plane 
carried a wireless set, operators on 
ships at sea and land stations were 
unable to pick up signals. 

Bromley’s first plane nosed into 
the ground a year ago as he was 
taking off from Tacoma, Wash.., 
field for Tokio. Bromley was not 
injured but the plane was wrecked. 

The tail assembly fell off his 
second plane while Lieut. Harold 
Fahy was testing it. Fahy wag in- 
jured seriously. He was killed in a 
plane crash several months later. 

Bromley's third plane burst into 
flames in the air, fatally injuring 
H. W. Catling when it crashed, 


Statement Issued by National 
Aeronautic Association. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 15.— 
Valentine Gephart, technical offi- 
cer of the National Contest Com- 
mittee of the National Aeronautic 
Association, on reading press re- 
ports of the outlook of Harold 
Bromley'’s projected trans-Pacific 
flight, issued the following state- 
ment here last night: 

“This flight was sanctioned be- 
cause it was represented to the 
association that Bromley was car- 
rying a navigator who was known 
to us to be reliabli~ and because 
he had represented to us that the 
plane could carry sufficient gaso- 
line to make the trip. But we will 
not sanction further attempts until 
satisfactory evidence is presented 
to us of the reason for his turning 
back and abandoning this flight., 
as press reports indicate.”’

One of the casualties of the elec- 
tion was Gottfried Treviranus, 
Minister of Occupied Territories in 
the Bruening Cabinet, whose belli- 
cose utterances and demands for 
revision of the Polish frontier cre- 
ated excitement in East Prussia 
and Poland. He failed of re-elec- 
tion. 

Chancellor Bruening and other 
members of the Cabinet were re- 
elected. Adof Hitler, leader of 
victorious Fascists, cannot become 
a member of the Reichstag as he 
is an Austrian. 


Nationalists Lose. 


Parties of the Center and the 
Nationalists were the principal los- 
ers. The Peoples party; weakened 
by the death of Dr. Gustav Strese- 
mann, gets only 26 Reichstag seats 
against the 45 it had. Even the 
Sccial Democrats, retaining; their 
leadership in the Reichstag, lost 10 
seats. The results constitute a con- 
siderable victory for the Extrem- 
ists over the Bourgeois parties 
which have formed preceding Ger- 
man Governments. 

Popular totals in the voting fol- 
low: Socialists, 8,572,016; Fascists, 
6,401,210; Communists, 4,587,108; 
Centrists, 4,128,929; Nationalists, 
2,458,497; Peoples, 1,576,149; Eco- 
nomic party, 1,360,585; States, 1,- 
$22,608; Bavarians, 1,058,556. Each 
party is allowed a Deputy for every 
60,000 votes in any given district 
it may poll. 

The election was held as a con- 
sequence of adverse votes against 
the Bruening Government on fi- 
nancial measures in June. Chan- 
cellor Bruening with President 
von Hindenburge’s consent dis- 
solved the Reichstag and governed 
by decree for the 90 days which 
must elapse before new elections 
can be held. 


Hitler’s Campaign. 
Essentially Hitler’s program and 
that of his party has been nega- 
tive, resting upon denunciation of 
everything that has been done 
since 1918. One of the most ef- 
fective posters of the Fascists 
showed a member of the party in 
& bowling alley knocking down all 
nine pins at once. The pins bore 
hames of leaders such as Brue- 
ning, Mueller, Curtius and Die- 
trich., 

Members of the party in cam- 
paign meetings replied to ques- 
tions as to what they intended to 
do with such answers as: “Let's 
clean out first—we'll show you, 
all right, what we can do later.” 
Some of the slogans used dur- 
ing the campaign were: “Lies and 
nothing but lies brought us the 
Young plan;” “The Young plan 
must lead to complete annihilation 
of our nation’s finances:” “Ths il- 
lusionists brought economic, moral 
and political bankruptcy to the 
most industrious, able and cour- 
ageous people on earth;” “Fascism 
will clear the administrative office 
of parasites;” “Down with the 
present system, away with those 
responsible for our ruin, join the 
marching brown front of an awak- 
ening Germany.” 

In a manifesto signed by Hitler 
the Faseists promise to “overcome 
the old’ class and caste spirit, 
brush aside democracy and give 
right of way to the authority of 
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German Fascists and Reds

defend ourselves, change our for- 
eign policy, levy a special tax on 
the Bourse and warehouses, pro- 
tect the farmer by compelling the 
nation to use our own products, 
and avoid everything foreign.” 

Much of Hitler’s following is 
among young men. He is 41 years 
old. 

All German men and women 
over 20 years of age, lunatics and 
criminals excepted, are entitled to 
vote in the Reichstag elections. 

The candidates are elected on 
the basis of proportional repre- 
sentation, one member to every 
60,000 votes. -It is provided that 
elections must be held on a Sun- 
day or a public holiday. 

Because of the heavy vote the 
next Reichstag will have 575 
members against a previous 490. 


German Press Comment, 


The Berlin press, which was unit- 
ed in its opposition to Hitler’s Fas- 
cist party, engaged today in looking 
for the silver lining of the stormy 
party’s victory. 

The Industrialist and Intellec- 
tualist Allegemeine Zeitung, while 
admitting that the outstanding fea- 
ture of the election was the phe- 
nomenal Fascist increase, points out 
that there is no chance for the par- 
ty to become the ruling force in 
Germany, at least not so long as it 
confines itself to legal methods. 

The paper explained that the 
vote was outstandingly a protest 
vote, the motive of which was to be 
sought in both the foreign and do- 
mestic political situation, but chief- 
ly in the feeling of economic 
despair. ; 

"The pacifist Democratic newspa- 
per Welt Am Montag did not con- 
ceal its gloom, but found one con- 
soling thought—that “Hitler's vic- 
tory is not the beginning of a se- 
ries.”’ 


. The paper regarded it instead, 
as a high point which can never 
be attained again in any future 
election. Nevertheless, it said, 
there is no disguising the fact that 
“it is a sign of political poverty 
of the German people that we for 
a second time must go through @ 
period of noisy anti-semitism. 
The political childhood sickness 
apparently is not yet over for us.” 


The Socialist Vorwaerts philo- 
sophically accepted the part}’s 
losses, remarking that they were 
much worse in 1924. The elec- 
tion’s decisive feature, ft said, was 
the “annihilation of that section of 
the right which is willing to gov- 
ern.” Dr. Hugenberg’s party itself 
has again beén pushed into in- 
significance by the Hitlerites.” 


The Hugenberg press, however, 
was inclined to appropriate part 
of the Fascist victory. For -in. 
stance, Montag stresse@ the over- 
whelming leadership of the “Na. 
tionalists and. National Socialists 
(Fascists) among the non-Markist. 
parties.”

Trans-Atlantic Flyers, Coste 
and Bellonte, Greeted by

lonte, non-stop French trans;Atian- 
tic flyers, arrived here from Hart- 
ford, Conn.,. at 2:65 o'clock this 
afternoon. A crowd of 3000 per- 
sons was at the East Boston air- 
port to greet them. 

Greetings were extended by Maj. 
James M. Curley of Boston, Gen. 
Clarence R. Edwards, F. Trubee 
Davison, Assistant Secretary of 
War, J. C. Flammand, French con- 


sul, and Louise Stef, 16 years old, 


and her brother, John, 13, who 
found the map which the flyers 
dropped over Portsmouth, N. H., 
on their flight to New York. The 
Stef children formally presented 
the map to the aviators at cere- 
monies on the Boston Common la- 
ter in the day. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 15.— 
Dieudonne Coste and Maurice Bel- 
lonte, trans-Atlantic flyers, were 
given a rousing reception when they 
arrived here today on the first leg 
of their good-will flight in the 
Question Mark. More than 7000 
spectators were on hand to greet 
thern. 

As the Question Mark soared 
over the crowd the Governor's foot 
guard hand began playing . the 
Marseillaise. Thirty motor cycle 
State policemen kept back the 
crowd as the airplane landed. 

_ After a stop of an hour-and a 
half Coste and Bellonte took off 
and headed ia the direction of 
Springfield, Mass. 

The flight will last 25 days and 
will take the famous airmen, first 
ever to fly westward over the North 
Atlantic from mainland to main- 
land in a heavier-than-air machine, 
across 30 states, in which tney 
will make 31 stops and pass over 
about 70 other cities. 

Tonight will be spent in Boston, 
thence the course bends westward 
along a northerly route to the 
Pacific, and back through Southern 
states. The last night, Oct. 9, will 
be spent at Philadelphia, the flyers 
returning to New York next day. 

The tour is sponsored by a com- 
mittee of 20 prominent men, and 
is generally believed to have been 
conceived by Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, who himself made a similar 
but more extended good will flight 
after his return in 1927 from the 
first solo flight across the North 
Atlantic. 

Plans Made at Lindbergh's. 
Coste and Bellonte were dinner 
guests of the Lindberghs the eve- 
ning after their arrival and it is 
understood first plans for the tour 
were made on that occasion. The 
next day they left for Dallas, ‘Tex., 
to win the $25,000 Easterwood 
prize and for Washington to be re- 
ceived by President Hoover. And 
in their absence the committee was 
formed. Government approval] of 
the flight was obtained and the 
itinerary was discussed. 

Two other planes will accompa- 
ny the trans-Atlantic Question 
Mark. Preceding it on each leg 
of the long flight will be a De- 
partment of Commeree ship car- 
rying Maj.

BALLOON FAILS IN ATTEMPT 
TO ASCEND 10 MILES 


Amount of Hydrogen in Bag Insuf- 
ficient to Lift Aluminum 
Gondola From Ground. 

AUGSBURG, Germany, Sept. 15. 

-—-The plan of Prof. Auguste Pic- 
card to ascend 10 miles into the 
zepher atmosphere had a setback 
yesterday when his balloon failed 
to rise from the ground. 
. The amount of gas proved insuf- 
ficient to lift the heavy gondola. 
He had provided 2200 cubic me- 
ters of hydrogen, which filled only 
one-seventh of the balloon’s ca- 
pacity, expecting that as the high 
altitudes would be reached the 
gas would expand to 14,000 cubic 
meters. A strong wind which arose 
immediately after the bag was 
filled pressed it to the ground and 
prevented it from ascending. 

Prof. Piccard, a member of the 
faculty of the University of Brug- 
sels, hoped to reach the highest 
altitude ever gained by man and 
to study cosmic rays, which he 
thinks will furnjsh clews to great/ 
sources of energy. The gondola is 
of aluminum and equipped with 
all sorts of scientific instruments. 

Prof. Piccard will make another 
attempt.

STEAMER ILLINOS, 
LIQUOR SUSPECT, 
BURNS AND SINKS 


Pariah of Mississippi, Once 
Official State Boat, 
Hauled From Alton Dock 
and Set Adrift. 


Suspected by two Federal agen- 
cies of bemg a floating distillery 
and known to be operating with- 
out legal registry, tne steamer II- 
linois, an old Mississippi River 
sternwheeler, burned and sank 
early yesterday two miles below 
Alton. . 

Taken off a sandbar on which 
it had been grounded and tied up 
at a dock at Alton for repairs last 
Thursday, the packet was towed 
from the dock late Saturday night 
and set adrift on the river on 
which it had plied for almost half 
a century. 

Flames, first sighted on one of 
the forward decks, consumed the 
superstructure and hull as the boat 
drifted toward the Illindéis shore, 
and as the billowing tower of 
flames died away, the craft sank in 
deep water, disappearing com- 
pletely. 

The Illinois first fell under sus- 
picion of Federal prohibition 
agents early in August when it was 
found tied up at the Illinois bank 
seven miles above Alton. In one 
barge, near by, the agents found a 
huge tank of mash and in the oth- 
er cans, coke and other distilling 
material. 

When they returned on the fol- 
lowing day with a search warrant, 
the steamer had gone. A watch 
was set on the barges, but two 
weeks later the mash barge was 
scuttled before agents could get to 
it and capture the men who vis- 
ited it. 

Investigation disclosed the IIli- 
nois had been operating without 
government registry since May 29 
when its sale was recorded by M., 
Stanley Rea, James Phillips and 
Arthur Buchanan, who had oper- 
ated it in hauling garbage to an 
island below St. Louis. Of the 
new purchaser, the German Con- 
struction Co., customs officials 
have been able to find no record. 

That the Illinois was under 
Federal suspicion became public 
Saturday. In the meantime it was 
learned that after being taken up- 
river from the barges, the packet 
had run aground on a bar near 
Grafton and that its hull had 
been opened up, letting in water 
and in effect making it a sunken 
vessel. 

Because it was unregistered and 
suspected of plying an illicit trade, 
the Illinois had become a pariah 
among river craft, and no opera- 
tors of licensed craft were willing 
to free it from the bar. It was 
finally taken off Wednesday and 
with Negroes pumping the bilge 
water from it was tied up at an 
Alton ship dock for repairs the 
following day. 

No one has been found who saw 
it taken from the dock Saturday 
night and it is assumed it was 
towed into midstream without 
steam. Fire was first sighted on 
a forward deck by a fisherman 
below the Alton bridges. The 
boat, burning fiercely, drifted to- 
ward the Illinois shore and finally 
disappeared. 

‘Built in the eighties, the Illinois 
originally was named the Rein- 
deer because of its speed. It was 
later named the Illinois and uged 
by the State of Illinois as an offi- 
cial craft. Later it was used in 
the fish hatchery service and fell 
finally to the work of hauling 
garbage. °

that Nye has been under close and 
constant surveillance since Jung 
the shadowing apparently having 
started before the committee in- 
augurated its investigation of the 
Illinois campaign. In admitting 
her employment of detectives, Mrs. 
McCormick has stated that she 
did it because her records had 
been rifled and her home en- 
tered. Nye and other members of 
the committee have emphatical- 
ly denied that any such procedure 
was carried out by or for the com- 
mittee. 

In addition to the Dannenberg 
agency of Chicago, to which the 
Republican senatorial nominee en- 
trusted the main burden of the 
shadowing, it is learned that agen- 
cies in Washington, St. Paul and 
Spokane were employed, and that 
Nye was followed continuously 
while on vacation in North Dako- 
ta, Montana, Wisconsin and _ in 
Canada. 

The Washington agency em- 
ployed to watch Nye made numer- 
ous reports recounting his move- 
ments, and the contents of some 
of these reports have fallen into 
the Senator’s hands, They disclose 
that both his home and his officé 
in the Senate office building have 
been closely watched, and that. he 
has been followed constantly. 

Sleuths Watching Women, 

A singularly interesting aspect 
of these reports is the care taken 
to describ? the women in whose 
company the Senator was seen. 
One, in particular, excited the de- 
tectives’ attention. They described 
her as “a large- blonde woman.” 
Her identity would be no mystery 
to anyone who knows Mrs. Nye, 
but the detectives apparently had 
not identified her on one occasion. 
The sleuths reported, the Senator 
left nis office late in the afternoon 
“accompanied by a woman,” got 
his car from the garage, and drove 
downtown to F street, where th 
woman alighted and “mysteriously 
disappeared.” Then, continued the 
faithful sleuth, the Senator “evaded 
the operative, by driving rapidly 
off in a northwesterly direction.” 


“The Woman” His Secretary. 

Senator Nye remembered the 
occasion well. “The woman” was 
his secretary. She alighted on F 
street, which is the capital’s main 
business thoroughfare, to do some 
shopping. The Senator then drove 
“rapidly off in a northwesterly di- 
rection” because he lives in that 
direction and was late for dinner. 

Numerous strange accidents have 
befallen the committee chairman in 
recent weeks. While on a train be- 
tween Chicago and Washington, 
his brief case was taken by a 
stranger “by mistake,” although, 
Nye said, it bore little resemblance 
to the stranger’s brief case. It was 
almost gone before Nye recovered 
it. 


“Mash Notes” to Senator. 

Nye has been especially intrigued 
by the “mash notes” he has been 
receiving from a young woman in 
Chicago, who professes to have 
fallen in love with his newspaper 
photographs, and is anxious to have 
him call at her apartment. In- 
quiry by committee investigators 
disclosed that the young woman 
formerly was a chorus girl. They 
have been unable thus far to as- 
certain the nature of her present 
employment, but will continue to 
work on it. 

Developments following disclos- 
ure of the shadowing activities have 
had the effect temporarily of di- 
yerting the committee from its 
main object, that of inquiring into 
Mrs. McCormick’s campaign expen- 
ditures, which already have reached 
a total of approximately $350,000 
spent in her behalf.

HE National League pennant 

scramble is not the.only base- 
ball topic under discussion in St. 
Louis, today. Verbal and other 
communications tndicate that a 
considerable proportion of St. 
Louis fandom is ready to go to 
war with both Babe Ruth and 
John McGraw over what they 
consider a studied insult to 
Frankie Frisch, the Cardinals’ 
spark plug and keystone king. 

In naming All-America teams 
both Ruth and McGraw failed to 
name Frisch, Babe picking Geh- 
ringer and McGraw choosing 
Grantham of the Pirates. 

Fans say neither selection is 
justified. This view has been 
voiced with some statistical sup- 
port. 

The facts as shown by the fig- 
ures, both fielding and batting, 
indicate that Frisch is superior to 
his rivals! Gehringer ranks 
second and Grantham third. 

There is one player who also 
figures above Grantham and pos- 
sibly Gehringer, if we accept the 
verdict of the figures, who was 
named by neither Ruth nor Mc- 
Graw—he is Hodapp of Cleve- 
land.

Senator Curtis was reported as 
saying that as soon as friends teld 
him of Gross’s record he refused 
to see him any more. Previous 
to this, Curtis said, Gross had 
made several visits to Washington 
to try to get recommendaitiuns for 
prohibition enforcement posts; 
but as Vice President he made no 
recommendations for  appoint- 
ments. 

Refuses Permit Increase. 

Anyway, I saw no good reason 
to intrust 1,000,000 gallons of al- 
cohol to the American Denaturing 
Co. 

Glaser’s club had now become 
the Hoover-Curtis Club, with Wil- 
liam H. Hill from upstate as state 
campaign leader. The campaign 
was gettiig hot. Steinb-rz ani 
Glaser had been gentle up until 
this time, but on Sept. 11 Stein- 
berg came to see me with blood in 
his eye. I made it a point to have 
my assistant, Dominic Vita,*and 
John E, O'Neill, my legal adviser, 
present. 

Steinberg. demanding that I give 
the American Denaturing Co. its 
increase, finally lost his temper. 

“It is because of men like me 
that men like you hold your jobs,’’ 
he declared, and insisted that.

A week or so after this, Dr. Do- 
ran called me on the _ telephone 
from Washington and said that 
Steinberg was raising hell because 
of my treatment of the American. 
He added that the whole crowd 
would be in Washington the Thurs- 
day following. and he thought I 
ought to be there. I said I wonld 
come. 

Samuel 8S. Koenig, Republican

him to be a pretty square shooter. 

Ogden Mills had told me in 
Washington that Steinberg was a 
joke. 

“Don't fool yourself,”’ said Koe- 
nig. “Steinberg is no joke.” 

Well, anyway, I went to Wash- 
ington, as arranged. Before the 
others arrived I went over the rec- 
ords of the American Denaturing 
Co. with Dr. Doran and showed 
him that there was no necessity 
for the increase Steinberg demand- 
ed. 

“4 Pretty Hot Session.” 

About 11 o'clock Steinberg, ac- 
companied by his Washington cor- 
respondent, and George Sabele of 
the American company, arrived. — 

Glaser arrived a little later and 
be was a sight for sore eyes, in a 
cut-away coat now, with a new 
10-gallon hat and the inevitable 
stick.

“This is 
the last warning,” declared one of 
them, which came as we talked. 
Plainly Doran was uneasy, but I 
wasn’t going to take any weight 
off his mind by granting the in- 
creases. 


Refused to Renew Permit. 
Suddenly, out of a perfectly 


clear sky, he said to me: 


“Do you know that Senator Dale 
has been investigating you for the 
last five months?’’ 

Senator Dale of Vermont is the 
chairman of the Civil Service Com- 
mittee. 

I told Doran I didn’t know it 
and didn’t care. 

At the end of that year I re- 
fused to renew the permit of the 
American Denaturing Co., and not: 
long thereafter my men proved by 
chemical analysis that Curatone 
was being made with alcohol in- 
stead of the whisky issued for the 
purpose, and I revoked the permit. 
These actions were not taken, 
however, until after Webster 
Spates had come to New York and 
held his hearings. 

In a day or so I received a letter 
from Doran informing me that he 
had assigned Spates to hold hear- 
ings in. my office on the American 
Denaturing, the Curatone and the 
Strictly Kosher Wine Co. cases. 
On Nov. 8, 1928, he telephoned 
from Washington and asked if I 
was satisfied with the letter. I 


| 


the Strictly Kosher Wine case was 
to be included. 

Dr. Doran said this was merely 
perfunctory and might just as well 
be investigated ‘also. It turned out 
not to be perfunctory at all, as you 
will see. 

Ex-Convict in Background. 

So Spates came to New York 
after the election.

Mr. Spates held three hearings, 
on Nov. 13 and 14, in which the 
witnesses for the permittees were 
heard, practically without cross- 
examination.

Compromise Proposal to 
Place U. S. of Europe in 
Hands of Special Commit- 
tee O K’d by Henderson. | 


TO BE LAID BEFORE 
ASSEMBLY TOMORROW 


After Examining Proposal, 
Group Will Report Its 
Recommendations at Next 
Year’s Session.

GENEVA, Sept. 15. — Foreign 


Minister Voislaw Marinkovitch of 
Jugo-Slavia in the League of Na- 
tions assembly today combated the 
proposal of delegates to send 
French Foreign Minister Briand’s 
“United States of Europe” plan to 
cold storage by the political com- 
mission route. 

He offered stubborn opposition to 
what he believed meant an indefi- 
nite holding up of the Briand plan 
in the hands of the sixth or po- 
litical commission of the assembly, 
and urged that a special committee 


of the nations involved be appoint- 
ed to study and elaborate the pro- 


This procedure is known to be 
the one favored by Briand and in 
conflict with the ideas of some of 
the governments that had cau- 
tiously accepted the proposal in 
principle. 

Briand and Arthur Henderson, 
Great Britain’s Foreign Secretary, 
prepared today a resolution to 
place Briand’s Européan federa- 
tion plan in the hands of a com- 
mittee of European interested 
States for action next year. 

The resolution will be offered 
for adoption by the Assembly to- 
morrow. The proposed commit- 
tee, after examining the plan for 
a United States of Europe, then 
will report its recommendations to 
the Assembly of the League at next 
year’s session. 

Henderson, who originally want- 
ed the plan to go to the sixth, or 
political, com mission of the 
League so that it could be kept 
under the League’s control, ac- 
cepted the compromise proposal 
with the understanding that the

His mount stumbled, fell and threw 
him under. Capt. Boy-Ed suffered 
internal injuries. He was taken to

STATE COMPENSATION INSURANCE. 

Missouri voters at the November election will be 
asked to pass upon a constitutional amendment 
(Proposition No. 4) which would give the State gov- 


ployers against their liability for industrial accidents 
in Missouri. As in many other states, such insurance 
is now written entirely by private companies. Eleven 
— have established insurance funds which com- 
pete with private concerns for this business. Seven 
others—Nevada, North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Wash- 
ington, West Virginia and Wyoming—have given to 
their governments an exclusive contro! of this field. 
| such as is now proposed for Missouri. 

State employers’ liability insurance possesses many

companies. 


the thousands of agents who sclicit their 
They must pay high salaries to their administrative 
officers. There are many risks which they are not 
willing to take. Their interest in profits compels 
them to oppose compensation claims and reduce pay- 
ments to a minimum. The State;on the other hand, 
need earn no profits. It incurs no expense of so- 
licitation. It pays its officials comparatively small 
salaries. Its costs, and its rates therefore, are rel- 
atively low. It covers all types of risks and has no 
incentive to contest cases where payment should be 
made. 

Studies which have been made of the operation 
of the two systems reveal that these theoretical ad- 
vantages appear in practice. The United States 
Bureau of Labor statistics has discovered that nearly 
40 cents out of every dollar paid in premiums to pri- 
vate insurers goes to meet their expense of opera- 
tion, leaving only 60 cents to be paid as compensa- 
tion to injured workmen. The operating ratio of the 
exclusive state funds, by contrast, stands at only 4 
cents on the dollar. Per capita administrative costs 
of. private insurers in Illinois, according to the 
bureau, are 10 times as great as those of the State 
fund in Ohio. 

Employers, in general, can purchase this insurance 
from state governments for 30 per cent less than they 
must pay to private companies. The difference in 
premiums, it was estimated in 1922, would save Amer- 
ican employers something more than $30,000,000 per 
year. This estimate today is considered far too low. 
Several private companies have failed, leaving be- 
hind them hundreds of thousands of dollars in un- 
paid claims. No state fund has ever failed. The 
bureau found that the state funds paid accident vic- 
tims more liberally than did private companies and 
that the best of these funds made their payments 
more promptly. Accident prevention and safety work, 
it reported, had been carried farthest by the pri- 
vate concerns, but this activity, too, is now being de- 
veloped by the states. 

The State of Ohio is the largest carrier of employ- 
ers’ liability risks in the United States. Its fund, 
in operation since 1912, covers 43,000 employers and 


11,600,000 workers. Miles M. Dawson & Son, consult- 


ing insurance actuaries of New York, made an actu- 
arial audit of the Ohio fund in 1929 and reported that 
it was costing Ohio employers $7,000,000 less each 
year than they would have been required to pay for 
private insurance. The State fund, in its charges, 
was 36 per cent under the bill which would have 
been rendered by independent insurers. A compar- 
able reduction of costs in Missouri would save the 
employers of this State as much as $2,700,000 in a 
single year.

RELIEF FOR SENATOR GLASS. 

Senator Carter Glass of Virginia is getting a taste 
of congressional farm relief. The drouth has stripped 
him clean of cattle feed on his 453 acres of dairy 
farm, and to keep his stock through the winter on 
alfalfa at domestic prices, he says, would set him 
back to the tune of $25,000. So he has offered at 
public sale a herd of 60 highly bred milk cows. He. 
intimates that this step would not be necessary were | 
Smoot-Hawiey tariff law, which places 
a duty of $5 per ton on hay. If the owner cannot af. 
ford to feed them no purchaser in his vicinity could, 
and therefore the Senator expects his blooded milkers 
to be butchered for meat.

HEN Congress passed the civil service 
W ex in 1883 the death-knell of the 

spoils system sounded and the era of 
the merit system in the Government em? 
ployment began. In order to remove the 
choice of Federal employes from politicians’ 
hands the law provided for the creation of 
@ commission to supervise appointments 
and for the introduction of competitive ex- 
aminations. 

The merit system is now so generally ac- 
cepted that the controversy over its adop- 
tion fades. Yet it was a bitter struggle, 
for by 1883 the evil which it overturned 
was firmly entrenched in the American po- 
litical system. Public offices were bartered 
in exchange for party service, and with ev- 
ery quadrennial election the victorious party 
paid its debts by appointments to the pub- 
lic payroll. That was the spoils system. It 
had developed gradually with the expand- 
ing national Government and the growth 
of rival political parties. For a time it 
threatened to destroy the new democracy. 

Today the United States Government is 
the world’s largest employer, and the com- 
mission created by the Congress in 1883 
has the job of selecting most of the staff. 
But too many jobs are still assigned as a 
mark of a politician’s favor. There are 
now about 17,000 positions which the Prési- 
dent must fill, subject to confirmation by 
the Senate, such as bureau chiefs and mem.- 
bers of important Government commis- 
sions. Unskilled laborers are not chosen 
by examination, nor are Ambassadors. In 
all, about 100,000 civil service positions re- 
main outside the commissien’s jurisdiction, 

Some jobs, such as Postmasters; are only 
partly under the merit system's protection. 
The commission examines the applicants 
for the position of Postmaster in first, sec- 
ond and third-class postoffices. The three 
receiving the highest ratings are certified 
to the Postoffice Department, and of these, 
according to the cynics, the member of the 
party in power is selected for appointment. 


With all its weaknesses the merit sys- 
tem of appointment has justified the faith 
of its courageous advocates. Unquestion- 
ably the quality of government employes 
has improved. There were honest and ef. 
ficient men in the public service under the 
spoils system, no doubt, but they had no 
security in tenure, and with them there 
were many lazy rascals.

RNATIONAL ANITY 
URGED BY MORROM 


Ambassador Says Basis of Good 
Will Is to Understand 
Points of Likeness. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—A plea 


for better understanding between 
the .peoples of the United States 


and other nations was voiced yes- 
terday by Ambassador Dwight W. 
Morrow in an address delivered at 
the United States Embassy in Mex- 
ico City and broadcast throughout 
this country during Collier’s radio 
hour. 

On the last Sunday of his three- 
year stay in Mexico the American 
Ambassador besought his country- 
men to look for fundamental like- 
nesses between themselves and 
other people rather than for points 
of differences.| For in the discov- 
ery of likenesses, he said, lies the 
best chance of mutual respect and 
understanding. 

Ambassador Morrow rejected the 
idea that science alone by making 
communication between countries 
easier and swifter ts thereby bring- 
ing internationai understanding 
nearer. 

‘We must not be misled,” he 
warned, “by the growth of these 
mechanical appliances (such as the 
radio and the telephone). The in- 
crease of machinery by which man 
communicates with man does not 
necessarily mean that understand- 
ing will be better in-the future 
than in the past. 

Necessity of Understanding. 
“It is too often assumed that 
scientific inventions prevent mis- 
understanding Machines, how- 
ever, do not understand each oth- 
er. Man may make a perfect ma- 
chine, but it will still depend upon 
man himself whether the machine 
shall be an instrument of under- 
standing or misunderstanding. 
“Tf we could all get clearly into 
our minds that other men have as 
much pride in the dignity of their 
nations as we have in our own, the 
solution of international problems 
wowld be less difficult. 
“It is the duty of every one of 
our diplomatic representatives to a 
foreign nation to defend faithfully 
the proper interests of his country 
and of his countrymen. That is his 
legal duty and his moral duty. [If 
he fails in that duty no other suc- 
cess can compensate for that fail- 
ure. But it is also the duty of the 
representative of the foreign coun- 
try to defend his country and his 
countrymen. We can best defend 
the rights of our own country when 
we understand the rights of other 
countries. It is upon that funda- 
mental principle that international 
law is built. 

Likenesses Are Essential. 
“We were told before we came 
to Mexico that the essential thing 
in a foreign country is to try to un- 
derstand how foreigners differ 
from ourselves. There is something 
of value in that advice. But at the 
end of three years it seems to us 
that the essential thing to do in a 
foreign country is to study the like- 
nesses of men rather than their 
differences.

The Boy-Ed case attracted wide- 

spread dttention. It was one of 
the causes of bitterness in America 
prior to this country’s entry into 
the great war. His diplomatic im- 
munity prevented his arrest. Al- 
leged passport frauds, which re- 
sulted in the arrest of Richard 
Peter Stegler and others in New 
York. caused public clamor for the 
internment or expulsion of the 
German attache. The State De- 
partment, in February, 1915, an- 
nounced it would not ask Count von 
Rernstorff, then German Ambassa- 
dor, for Boy-Ed's dismissal, but 
would call the attention of the Am- 
bassador to the connection of his 
naval attache’s name with the in- 
cident. 
The inevitable outcome of the 
case, in a nation then growing’ daily 
more hostile toward all things Ger- 
man, was Boy-Ed’s ultimate dis- 
missal. 

Married American Girl. 
Capt. Boy-Ed, on Feb. 11, 1921, 
married in Germany Miss Virginia 
Mackay Smith, daughter of the 
late Bishop Mackay Smith of the 
Episcopal diocese of Pennsylvania, 
whose home was Philadelphia and 
Lancaster, Pa. First news of the 
wedding was convered to Westches- 
ter friends of the bride by cable. 
The couple had become acquainted 
while Boy-Ed was in Washington. 
At one time when Boy-Ed was 
sought in Washington but could not 
be traced, social circles in Phila- 
delphia let it be known that he 
was hiding in the Mackay Smith 
home. He was reported to have re- 
turned to the United States after 
his deportation, about March, 1917, 
in disguise, but this was never 
proved.
